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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Lu is directed to a porous 
silica dielectric material and that no organic absorbing compounds are included in Lu. Lu teaches a composition comprising a porogen, 
catalyst and silicon based compound. Although Lu does not teach an antireflective layer as the spin on composition, Lu does teach spin 
coating a dielectric film onto a substrate and applying other layers (page 9, lines 15-16) and (page 11, lines 18-29). Applicant argues that 
although Lu teaches porogens and prepolymers it is not enough to make the reference applicable to the current case. Lu is solely relied 
upon to show adhesion promoters in the composition. Lu is relied upon to show a silica based composition spin coated on a substrate 
comprising tetramethyl ammonium acetate as an adhesion promoter. The composition comprises specific adhesion promoters as in claim 1
